Soon after .tho 
election of President Garllelu ho cliCorcd 
from him on questions of public policy, and 
In 1881 ho rcsluactl his seat Ih the Senate 
and applied to tho Legislature-of JKcw York 
for indorsement an<l re-election, no fallen In 
tills, ar.tl retired from politics, resuming tho 
nctlvo practice of tho law to redeem his fort- 
unes, which wero suilly shattered.
